ed in tlw* house and senate, the adm in­ 


istration

of the original draft and w h ich provide 


for the gradual retirem ent of the na­ 


tional 
bank circulation 
and 
the re­ 
funding of the

per 
cen t 
United 
State s 
bonds 
and 
the 
substitution 
therefor of 3 per cents w ithout the cir­ 
cu latin g privilege. 
T h is is the most 
im jiortant change that has been made 
in the hill, and it represents a con­ 
siderable concession to the bankers. 
Th ey also obtained an o th er import­ 
ant concession in regard to the power 
of the federal reserve association to 
fix the rate of discount for the federal 
reserve banks. 
This has been changed 
I so that the reserve banks them selves 
now have the power of fixing a mini- 
! mum rate of discount subject to re­ 
view by the federal reserve board. 
T h ere has been also a change in re 
gard to the reserves to be maintained 
by country banks. 
W h ile the amount 
of reserve for country banks remains 
the same, the follow ing proviso has 
been added to the section; 
“ Provided 
that the federal reserve board may in 
its discretion perm it said 
rem ainder 
o f 15 per cent 
reserve 
required of 
country banks to consist of balances 
on deposit with any bank in a reserve 
or central reserve city, as defined by 
l a w ."

L n d e r the sections of the bill which 
h a ve been restored the governm ent is 
authorized to issue not o n ly the $.500.- 
000,000 of treasury notes authorized in 
the bill in its c riginal form , hut also j 
additional note« in an am ount equal 
to the amount of national bank notes 
retired. 
The national bank currency 


is to be retired g rad u ally o ve r a period 
of tw enty years, but the bill in reality 
now carries authorization for the issu­ 
ing of the $500,000.000 plus $712.000.- 
000. the amount of the outstanding na 
tlonal bank notes. 
T h e bill in its or- j 
Ig in al form provided that one-half of 
the net earnings of the fed eral reserve 
banks shall be paid into the surplus 
fund.
